TnE  Planets. — The  times  of  rising  and  setting  of  the  five  chief  planpts  are  calculated  for  Toronto,  and  nro  corrected 
Cor  reft-action.  The  times  of  culmination,  although  computed  for  themoridian  of  Toronto,  will  serve  appro-ximntelv  for 
the  whole  of  Canada.  The  meridian  zenith  distances,  being  designed  merely  to  aid  in  finding  the  planets,  have  been 
given  only  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  a  degree,  as  seen  from  the  latitude  of  Toronto. 

When  the  planetary  day  is  shorter  than  the  mean  solar  day,  and  coinmencer.  soon  after  the  midnight  of  the 
preceding  day,  the  planet  will  sometimes  arrive  a  second  time  on  the  meriditin  Injfore  the  expiration  of  the  nctu.Hl  civii 
day.  From  analogous  causes  a  planet  will  sometimes  rise  twice  or  set  tw'.ce  in  the  same  civil  day.  When  two  culuiina- 
tions  occur  In  the  same  day,  or  two  risings  or  settings,  the  times  of  both  are  registered. 

The  times  of  the  Sun's  Rihino  and  Setting  are  given  for  the  upper  limb,  and  are  corrected  for  refraction  for  Toronto, 
Quebec,  Fredericton  and  Halifax.

(■un — namely,  305  days,  5  hour?  .8  niiiiutes,  49  seconds, 
.1  id  7  tentlis  of  a  second,  for  to  s.oli  anicety  has  this  time  ! 
i/ci-n  ascertained.  Hut  for  coiivenit-nce  in  reckoning,  it  | 
•las  becQ  found  necessary  to  make  the  year  terminate  with  i 
H  diiy  iiiste.sd  of  a  fraction  of  one,  lumping  the  fractions 
•'-.'"ther  so  as  to  make  up  a  day  among  themselves. 
.;t»out  Ibrty-flve  years  before  Christ,  Julius  Cicsar,  having, 
by  the  help  of  Sosigencs,  an  Alexandrian  philosopher, 
comi  to  a  tolor.ably  clear  understanding  of  tlio  bmgth  of 
lho  year,  decreed  tliat  every  fourth  yepr  should  be  h(-ld 
to  consist  of  3(iO  days,  fr.r  the  purpose  of  absorbing  tho 
odd  hours.  The  arranLT^ment  he  dictated  was  a  rather 
(lum.sy  one.  A  day  in  February,  the  sixth  bffi«re  the 
calends  of  Man-h  {scdHin),  w.as  to  bo  repu.-ttcil  in  that 
fourth  year  ;  and  each  fourth  yi-ar  was  thus  to  be  bUsex- 
tile.  It  was  as  if  we  wore  to  reckon  the  23rd  of  F(>bruary 
twice  over,  treeing  that,  in  reality,  n  day  every  fourth 
year  is  too  much  by  11  minutes,  10  socoudH,  ami  3  tenths 
of  a  second,  it  inevitably  followed  that  tho  bpj,'inning  of 
tlio  year  moved  onward  ahead  of  tho  point  at  which  it  w.os 
in  the  days  of  Ciesar ;  in  other  words,  the  natural  time 
fell  behind  the  reckoning.  From  the  time  of  the  Council 
of  Nif-e,  in  325,  when  tho  vernal  equinox  fell  correctly  on 
the  21st  of  Man-h,  I'opc  (iregory  found  in  1582  that  there 
had  been  an  over-reckoniug  to  the  extent  often  diiys,  and 


now  tho  vernal  equinox  fdl  on  the  11th  of  Ma  ■'-li.  To 
correct  the  pa,*;!  erior,  In-  decreed  that  \\w.  5ih  of  Oi-toler 
that  year  should  bo  reckoned  as  the  15th,  and  to  keep 
the  year  right  In  future,  tho  overplus  being  18  honrs.  37 
minutes,  and  10  seconds  in  a  century,  ho  ordered  that 
every  centurial  year  that  could  not  be  divided  by  4  (1700, 
1800,  1900,  2100,  2-200,  Ac.)  should  not  bo  bissextile,  as  it 
otherwise  would  1)0 ;  thus,  in  thort,  dropping  the  extia 
(lay  three  times  every  four  hundred  years.  The<ireL'(iriiiii 
style,  as  it  was  called,  readily  obtained  sway  in  Catholic, 
but  not  in  Protestant  ct.untries.  It  was  not  adopted  in 
llritain  till  the  year  1752.  by  whii-h  time  the  discrcimniy 
between  the  Julian  and  (Iregorian  periods  amounted  to 
fUrcn  d.iys.  An  act  of  parliament  was  passed,  di(-tatiiig 
that  tho  3rd  of  8ept(!niber  that  year  ehovld  bo  rec-Unued 
tho  14th,  .nnd  that  three  of  every  four  ut  tho  (tenturial 
years  should,  as  in  Pope  Gregory's  nrraiigement,  not  tin 
bissextile  or  k-apycars.  It  has  consequently  arisen— ISOO 
not  liavlng  been  a  leap  year — that  the  yow  and  old  stylu.^ 
now  (lifPer  by  twdve.  days,  our  first  of  Janu;iry  belter  eijui- 
valoiit  to  the  13th  old  style.  In  Hnssia  aluip,  of  all  (Chris- 
tian countries,  is  the  old  style  still  retained  ;  wherefore  it 
becomes  neccs.sary  for  one  writing  in  tliat  country  to  any

Pttttei-ii:  -.11  ■■■anipies  cf  inerchandi' f  and  t;ood."  for  sale 
may  be  posted  in  Canada  to  be  for.^arde'l  to  any  place 
within  the  Province,  on  prepayment  by  pijslaso  stai-ip  of 
a  rate  of  one  Cent,  per  nuncu,  under  the  fullowing  regula- 
tionii : 

Patterns  or  .ciiniples  must  be  sent  in  coverg  open  at  the 
ends,  so  as  to  be  easy  of  examination.  Samples  however 
of  seeds,  drujs.  ami  s<i  f  rtli.  which  cannot  be  «ent  in  open 
cover.':,  may  be  pncl(j>e  ;  u  bajfs  of  linsn  or  other  material. 
fastened  in  s;ich  a  maimer  that  they  may  be  readily 
opened;  or  in  bai:,";  entirely  closed,  provided  that  they  be 
transi'areiit.  so  that  111*  tifficers  of  the  Post  Oflice  may  hn 
able  to  satisfy  theiiisehes  as  to  the  nature  of  the  contents. 

TUe  Par  't  may  h^ar  on  the  outside  the  address  of  tlie 
sender,  ii  addition  to  the  addr''""  of  the  person  for  whom 
it  may  be  intended ;  ;ilso  a  trade  mark  bdI  numbers,  and 
the  price  of  the  inti(de  enclosed;  inside,  there  inuut  bo  no 
enclosure  but  the  samples  or  piitterns  themselves  ;  the 
particulars  however  uf  the  trade  marks,  numbers  and  pricu, 
may  be  marked  on  the  articles  tlwinselves.  instead  of  on 
the  outside  of  the  Packet,  at  the  option  of  the  sender. 

Any  sample  or  pattern  I'sck'it  containine  a  letter,  or 
otherwise  Violatiiit:  the  conditions  of  the  preceding  rules, 
will  be  rated  and  tr<  ated  as  a  letter. 

The  rata  of  on«  «eiit.  per  ounce  is  to  be  pre  paid  by 
postage  stamp,  and.  if  .such  rate  be  not  fully  pre-p.iid  by 
the  stamps  allixed.  the  Packet  is  to  be  rated  with  the  defi- 
cient postage  and  a  flno  of  five  cents  in  addition. 

Packets  of  siimples  and  pstterna  may  be  registered  on 
[irr-pdvuie'it  by  pi  stage  stamp  of  a  registration  fee  of  5 
(K.-ois  in  addiiiiiii  to  the  postaije  rate,  and  provided  such 
i'acUet.'i  be  duly  handed  iu  to  the  post  otlicti  for  regis- 
tration. 

No  Paeket  of  samples  or  patterns  must  exceed  one  pound 
in  weight. 

Theso  regulations  apply  only  to  the  transmission  of 
Packets  of  saniples  and  patterns  within  tlie  Province  of 
Can.^dfl,  and  will  not  iu  any  manner  interfere  with  the 
regulations  governing  the  exchange  of  samples  and  pat- 
terns with  tiie  United  Kingdom,  or  with  the  foreign  coun- 
tries t><  w'lii-h  the  same  ttdvo.ntage  extends,  namely, 
Fiuuce,  iJelgiuui,  Italy,  German  j'.i  ies,  and  Denmark. 


No  provision  as  yet  exists  fir  tho  exchange  of  such 
matter  with  the  other  Uritish  Provinces  or  Colonies,  with 
tho  United  States  or  with  other  foreign  countries  than 
those  above  named. 

Hook  manuscript,  and  printers'  proofsheets  (whetlu-r 
corrected  or  not),  maps,  prints,  drawings,  engravings,  pho- 
tographs when  not  on  glass  or  in  cases  containing  gliss, 
and  sheet  music  (whether  printed  or  written),  may  pass  in 
covers  open  at  the  ends  or  sides,  and  provided  that  isi 
letter,  or  other  communication  intended  to  serve  the  pur- 
pose of  a  letter,  be  enclosed  therein,  on  pre-pay  ment,wlieii 
posted  'n  Canada,  by  postage  sfamp  of  the  ordinary  prin'eil 
mutter  rate  of  one  cent,  per  ounce;  it  upon  [myumnt  nf 
that  rate  on  delivery  of  sudi  inatti  r  when  received  in  the 
mails  from  tho  United  States. 

POSTAGE  OF    BOOKS,    l'A'rTKH.\.S   ANtt    SAMri.ES. 

Patterns  of  merchandise,  ami  samples,  may  be  fur  warded 
between  Canada  and  the  United  Kingduni,  Pr;iiice.  Italy, 
and  the  German  States,  by  the  Caiiali-in  Packet  nuiils,  at 
book  post  rates,  and  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

There  must  be  no  writing  or  printing  other  than  thii 
address  of  the  person  fir  whum  tlie  packet  is  intended,  the 
manufacturer's  or  trade  mark  and  i.  amber,  and  price  of 
the  article. 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  regulations  will  render 
the  packet  liable  to  be  treated  and  eh.'trged  as  a  letter. 

Samples  of  seeds,  dnigs.  and  similar  articles  intended 

for  delivery  within  tho  United  Kingdom,  are  now  .".llowed 

I  to  be  sent  in  bags  entirely  closed,  provided  such  bags  be 

transparent,  so  that  the  otfii-ers  of  the  Post  Oflico  may  be 

able  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  contents. 

ihe  rule  which  prohibited  the  transmission  through  the 
Post,  as  patterns,  it  artic'es  of  cutlery,  \c.,  has  been  res- 
cinded ;  and  scissors,  knives,  ray.ors.  forks,  steel  pen*, 
nails,  keys,  watch  mnchiuery,,  metal  tubing,  pieces  of 
metal  or  ore.  and  such  like  articles,  an-  now  allowed  to  lie 
forwarded  by  the  I'ciSt  as  samples,  provided  tiiey  be  packed 
and  guarded  in  fo  secure  a  manner  a*  to  adord  complete 
protection  to  the  contents  of  the  ni.iil  bags,  and  to  the 
persons  of  the  officers  of  the  i';)st  Office.  Such  articles, 
lioi-^ever,  must  tie  so  pscked  that  they  may  be  easily 
examined  ;  and  it  is  mtiih  a  rule  that  any  packet  contain- 
ing ruch  articles,  which  may  be  Imiinl  ,o  be  iusutlicieutly 
guarded,  shall  not  be  forwarded  through  the  P  st 

None  of  the  articles  named  in  the  next  piece  ling  para- 
graph may  b"  sent  as  patterns  or  samiiles  to  my  place 
abroad,  t  xcept  Germany,  Iteli^iuni,  and  the  Hiitish  Colo- 
nies, and  not  to  tlie.se  places  when  addressed  nVf  France. 

A  packet  of  prttterns  or  samples  sent  to  France,  must 
not  exceed  18  inches  in  lengtli,  width  or  depth;  a  packat 
to  any  otlior  place  abroad  must  not  exceed  2-1  inches  in 
length  or  12  inches  in  breadth  or  depth. 

A  packet  of  p»tt^;  lis  or  samples  sent  to  Germany  or 
Belgium  must  not  exceed  8  oz.  in  weight. 

No  Packet  of  patterns  or  samples  must  exceed  'J4  oz.  in 
weight. 

Bags  entirely  closed,  even  though  they  may  be  trans- 
parent, must  not  be  used  for  the  transmission  of  seeds  to 
foreign  parts. 

No  prints  or  printed  matter  will  be  allowed  to  pas*  by 
book  post  between  the  United  Kingibnii  and  Cnaada,  un- 
less printed  on  paper,  parchment  or  vebuin.

posted  unpaiil.

purpose  of  a  letter,  or  to  inclose  any  other  thing,  in  a 
newspaper  posted  to  pass  as  a  newspaper  at  the  rate  of 
postage  applicable  to  newspapers  (except  in  the  ca.--e  of 
the  ftccou»its  ami  receipts  ot  newspaper  publishers,  which 
are  permitted  to  pass  folded  within  the  nevvsp  ip..rs  stiit 
by  them  to  their  suliscribers)  shall  in  each  caM'  he  an 
otfence  puuishiible  by  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  aud 
not  o.Kcoeding  forty  dollais  in  each  case.

irnregistered  person,  nor  any  other  certificate  which  the 
law  requires  from  a  physici.tn  or  surgeon.  Any  person
